But in the year l ‘«lt>4 it* appearance threw 
all Europe in great alarm, and caused ii 
to hr recorded in the histories and chr< ni­ 
cle* of that day with special notice. 
The tail wa* very long and broad, re­ 
sembling a fan in shape, emerging front the 
eastern horizon before the dimmer nucleus 
of the comet, and when fully risen, stretch­ 
ing itsell upward, and shooting its rays to 
th«' meridian.
